In accordance with Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 
1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial records 


of the Town of Winslow for the fiscal year ended January 
3 leeL OD: 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards that pertain to governmental 
accounting and was conducted by Auditor R. G. Redman 
of the State Department of Audit. 


The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year, and included such tests of the account- 
ing records and other auditing procedures as were considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this 
report, present the results of the Town’s financial opera- 
tions for the period indicated. 


The statement that completes audit report is on file 
in the town office.

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COMMENTS 


February 11, 1958 to January 31, 1959 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Winslow has been completed for 
the fiscal year ended January 31, 1959. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net depart- 
mental overdrafts charged to surplus amounted to $5,549.94, 
per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $11,240.75 
Unexpended Balances 5,690.81 
Net Overdrafts $ 5,549.94 


Overdrafts in the snow removal and hydrant accounts, 
less the unexpended appropriations for unemployment 
insurance and a water supply on the China Road, were 
the major factors contributing to the net overdrafts charged 
to surplus. 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities 
and then only to the extent of fifteen per cent of the high- 
way appropriation. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $31,129.24 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Federal Trust Company, Water- 
ville, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $629.57 included for the most 
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part reimbursable expenditures made for state poor and 
amounts due from the tax collector on taxes and excise 
taxes. 


Taxes receivable totaling $6,870.58 at the close of the 
year consisted principally of current year accounts of 
$6,467.78. The balance of $402.80 represented 1955 and 
1957 uncollected taxes. 


Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired property amounted 
to $540.70, $204.72 and $1,284.46 respectively. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The deferred revenue of $6,622.77 was comprised of 
1959 excise tax collections in the amount of $6,567.43 
carried forward for future allocation by the townspeople 
and prepayments of 1959 taxes totaling $55.34. 


The appropriation accounts show an unexpended balance 
of $12,366.58 representing various operating account bal- 
ances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in accor- 
dance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $19,054.82, 
a decrease of $5,549.94 for the year. This was occasioned 
by the net departmental overdrafts. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding new school con- 
struction notes totaling $100,000.00 which are to be retired 
during the ensuing eight years with interest at 4%. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 


Trust fund principals totaled $2,275.00 and were on 
deposit in the Waterville Savings Bank, Waterville, Maine. 


The capital reserve fund for highway equipment amounted 
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to $555.51 and is represented by a time deposit in the 
Federal Trust Company, Waterville, Maine. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The departmental operating accounts showed a decrease 
of $16,695.33 in funds raised by taxation, as compared 
with the preceding year. Smaller appropriations for educa- 
tion and new equipment were the major factors respon- 
sible for the decrease. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the en- 
suing year decreased by $3,656.73, as compared wi'th bal- 
ances at the start of the year. The decrease was reflected 
for the most part in the education and charity accounts. 


GENERAL 


The use of building account monies for town poor ex- 
penditures was authorized by the townspeople. 


Suggestions offered in the previous year’s audit are 
believed worthy of consideration. They related to the 
establishment of each town officer’s compensation by the 
townspeople, voter approval of the use of excise tax revenue 
to reduce the tax levy and the commitment of supple- 
mental taxes. | 


Attention is directed to Chapter 22, Section 57, of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides in part that 
excise taxes shall be deposited in the town treasury monthly.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depository or by letter of 
confirmation. External verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets 
and liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, pay- 
rolls and canceled checks were checked for a selected period. 
Excise tax collections were verified with copies of the re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. Debt, trust and reserve 
fund transactions were examined. Bond coverage was 
reviewed. 


The records maintained by the Superintendent of Schools 


were not examined, however, his report of receipts, dis- 


bursements and closing balances was on file and reconciled 
with the records of the town. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying balance sheet and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at January 
31, 1959, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.

As you can see from enrollment figures, our school pop- 
ulation continues to increase. Although the completion 
of the Garand Street School relieved crowded conditions 
somewhat, we still have at the present time eight elemen- 
tary classrooms with over thirty pupils per room; two of 
these rooms are basement rooms. Next fall with another 
large beginning class this condition will be worse. We 
also have several high school classes that are larger than is 
recommended for successful teaching.

Academic Progress 


I feel that the methods of instruction being used in all 
the Winslow schools are excellent. In most cases pupils 
are making average progress; however, we have been quite 
concerned recently at the large failure list in the high school. 
Steps have been taken to remedy this situation. 


We have strengthened our Math Department this past 
year with the addition of a fourth year of Math in the Col- 
lege Course. There has been a great deal of interest on 
the part of the students in the newly formed Technical 
Course. 


School Buildings, Repairs, and Equipment 


Our school buildings are being maintained in a very clean 
and sanitary manner. ‘They are in an excellent state of 
repair and meet accepted standards for the physical wel- 
fare of the pupils. 


Recently a very thorough examination was made by the 
fire chief, and he was very pleased with the condition of 
the buildings; only minor recommendations were made 
concerning the placement of fire extinguishers. 


This past summer we carried on our regular cleaning 
program and painted several rooms completely. We have 
continued our program of improvement of grounds around 
all buildings, completely painted the high school athletic 
fence, purchased additional basket lockers for the boys

and girls and also book lockers, replaced two rooms of 
classroom furniture in the high school and part of the typing 
tables in the high school. A program of replacing school 
shades was continued where needed in the high school. 


Finance 


The fiscal year ended with a general school balance of 
$9,621. This balance was brought about mainly by the 
following reasons: (1) Tuition at Winslow High School 
increased approximately $50 this past year; therefore, we 
received more in tuition from the neighboring towns than 
was anticipated when the budget was drawn up a year 
ago. (2) We did not employ the services of a vocal music 
instructor as was planned in the budget for this year. 


Due to the books closing the last of January rather than 
February 10, we did not pay our utilities and fuel bills for 
the entire month of January; therefore, we have a consider- 
ably large balance in those accounts. 


Conclusion 


In last year’s town report I stated that a great deal of 
discussion had been held concerning the expansion of shop 
facilities, and I also stated that I believed a recommenda- 
tion would be coming in the very near future to take care 
of this situation. 


Your School Committee has considered the advantages 
and disadvantages of Winslow’s joining with other towns 
under the Sinclair Law in forming a school administrative 
unit. At the present time, it does not seem feasible for 
Winslow to enter such a setup. However, I have every 
reason to believe that amendments to the present Sinclair 
Law will change the picture so that the advantages will 
be so great that you will feel it best to join an admin- 
istrative district. Your School Committee is waiting until 


the present legislature acts on these new education bills 
before making its recommendation on expansion to take 
care of growing crowded conditions in the elementary 
grades and the crowded condition in the high school, es- 
pecially the shop area. 


We are still faced with the fact that we must continue 
to increase teachers’ salaries if we are to keep our exper- 
ienced teachers and compete with other towns in the hiring 
of beginning teachers. 


As citizens you should do everything in your power to 
influence the legislature to accept the budget as proposed 
by the State Board of Education. If this budget is cut, 
it will mean larger appropriations on the part of the town. 


I would like to extend my appreciation for the fine co- 
operation and assistance given by the PTA, the Band 
Parents Organization, and the newly formed Boosters Club. 
Your genuine interest in school affairs cannot help but 
create better understanding of the problems confronting 
the school and home and make a better community. 


To the entire teaching staff, the bus drivers, the janitors, 
and the school lunch workers, I extend my thanks for the 
excellent job done this past year. I would also like to 
express my thanks to the members of the Superintending 
School Committee, the Town Officials, Budget Committee, 
and all residents of the town with whom I have had dealings 
and who have helped in contributing to the educational 
program in Winslow this past year.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


This has been a long, hard year for many people, due to 
employment conditions, living costs, and many various 
illnesses of the virus-flu type. Under these circumstances 
it would be well to maintain some old-fashioned good- 
health habits, such as getting enough sleep, eating a simple 
but well-balanced diet, and above all, avoiding the habit 
of worry, which spoils sleep and ruins the digestion. ‘There 
are many facilities, both local and State, available to people 
in this area to help in solving problems, and most problems 
affect health, which then becomes a problem. The Town 
has a public Health Program which is designed to improve 
the general health, especially of children, and can also assist 
adults in many ways. 


The following is a summary of Public Health activities 
for 1958: 


THE POLIO PROGRAM — At the present time free 
polio immunizations are available to the infant and pre- 
school groups only, and are given in special clinics, usually 
once a month in the nurse’s office. It is very important 
that these small children get this protection before they 
go to school, as we do not plan any more school clinics 
at present. There is no vaccine available for this. The 
first two shots are usvally a month to six weeks apart, 
and the third comes at least seven months later, though 
it can be longer. In all, since the beginning of the program 
in 1955, Dr. Paine has given 4,798 shots. In the schools, 
1,264 children have received all three, and the program 
was pretty well completed there. However, only 155 
infants and preschool children have received three shots. 
We figure that 1,506 individuals of all ages have been 
completely immunized, a fairly good percentage, but let 
us keep it up. 


The CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES — Although 
Dr. Ervin, who has been with us almost from the beginning, 
had to resign this year because he was too busy, we have 
been fortunate in obtaining the services of Dr. Matthews 
of Vassalboro, and Dr. Bauman will continue to attend. 
So we still have two doctors, and are very grateful to them. 
This year, conferences have been held every month except 
for July, and 318 visits were recorded. ‘There were 232 
physical examinations given, and 101 children completed 
diphtheria, whooping cough, and tetanus immunizations. 
Also, 27 had smallpox vaccinations. We meet at the Garand 
Street School. 


SCHOOL IMMUNIZATIONS were given last May 
and were conducted by a fine group of volunteers during 
the illness of the nurse. There were 140 boosters given, 
and 43 children had the first series of DPT shots. There 
were 203 smallpox vaccinations given and most of these 
‘took’. 


THE SODIUM FLUORIDE PROGRAM of treatments 
to prevent tooth decay was conducted by our regular 
dental hygienist, Mrs. Helen Hussey, and a total of 304 
children were completed. The program is offered to grades 
1, 4, and 7 in all schools. 


THE SCHOOL DENTAL CLINIC was continued this 
year as in the past, and is limited to those children who 
could not otherwise see a dentist. In all, 19 new children 
will be completed. We have a new dentist this year, and 
he is very interested in the program. 


SCHOOL PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS were  offer- 
ed to grades 1, 4, 8, and 11 in the Public Schools. We 
examined 272 and 67 were found with minor defects. These 
days we find a lot of poor posture and flat feet, but fewer 
dental defects than formerly. 
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Urine tests for diabetes were done if requested, and all 
were negative. 


We have been conducting a limited eye-testing program, 
using the Kiwanis Club Ortho-rater machine. ‘This tests 
both near and far vision. It is a good screening test, and 
saves a lot of time. We found 8 new cases out of 226 tested 
at Garand St. School, and 6 out of 262 tested at St. John’s 
School. Volunteers did the actual testing, otherwise this 
program could not have been attempted. We still plan 
to do some eye-testing in the High School. 


In addition to the above, 642 Home Visits were made. 
The largest number (172) was made to school children, 
and the next largest (162) was made to sick or chronically 
ill patients and care and instruction given. ‘There were 
58 visits to infants, and 112 to preschool children. Re- 
maining visits were to maternity cases, and children and 
adults on special services, such as Tuberculosis, Crippled 
Children, and Mentally Retarded preschool children. 


Recently the School Committee purchased a new hearing- 
test machine, the ‘Maico’ Audiometer for use in School 
Union No. 52. Winslow will use it first, and we intend to 
start this program right away. It tests children individ- 
ually and is much more reliable than the old method of 
group testing. Volunteers will be active in this program. 
We could not test hearing last year as the State Audio- 
meter was too much in demand. 


I thank all the volunteers and committee people who 
have helped so much, and even carried on the program 
while I was off duty for two months. Also, I am grateful 
to the Townspeople for their good will and cooperation.

To Howard E. Simpson, Constable for the Town of Winslow: 
GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Winslow, qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet at the 
High School Auditorium in said town of Winslow on Monday 
the 9th of March, A.D., 1959 at nine o’clock E.S.T. in 
the forenoon then and there to act on the following arti- 
cles, viz: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside over 
said meeting.
